Dawson street, Dublin, as executor of 
Miss Georgina Roper, late of Greystones, 
County Wicklow, to establish the will dated 
16th December, 1927, of Miss Annie Murtagh, 
late of Tara Hall, Kilrock road, Howth. 
The defendanis were: James Hendrick, 
servant, of No. 1 Bungalow, Howth; Dolores 
O'Neill, a minor, by Mrs. Nellie Lane 
O'Neill, her mother; and Augustine Murtagh, 
brother of Annie Murtagh, all of Tara Hall,

The defendants, James Hendrick and 
Dolores O’Neill, opposed the will ‘on the 
three usual statutory pleas, and propounded 
as the last will of Annie Murtagh a docu- 
ment dated 2ist March, 1934.

The most. dramatic happening, said 
counsel, was in 1926, when.a clergyman, the 
Rev. Mr. Worship B. O'Neill, who had had 
an attack of illness, staggered into Miss 
Murtagh 's kiosk. Miss Murtagh took care of 
him, and apparently he was so ill that he 
could not be moved for a considerable time. 
When he recovered he showed his gratitude 
to Miss Murtagh by buying a large house, 
Tara Hall, for about £950, and giving her” 
the leasehold interest in it. He also gave her 


house. Miss Murtagh occupied the house 
and took paying guests. Subsequently she 
acquired adjoining stables, which were con- 
verted into a dwellinghouse, known as 
Grattan Lodge, and let at £52 a year. 

On 16th December, 1927, evidently mindful 
of the benefit she had received through the 
loan secured through Miss Roper and Mrs. 
Richards, Miss Murtagh made a will leaving 
Tara Hall and contents to Miss Roper, who 
died on llth June, 1934. Miss Murtagh 
died on 22nd March, 1934, aged 66. Counsel 
said that?they held that the document dated 
2ist March, 1934, was not a will, and, if it 
were, there were several objections to it. 

Richard Dreaper, assistant in the office of 
Messrs. Beauchamp and Orr, solicitors, 
deposed that Miss Murtagh was quite com- 
petent to transact business when she made 
the will of 1927. She had transacted _busi- 
ness with the firm since 1926, and always 
appeared normal. 

Answering Mr. Binchy, the witness said 
that the will did not contain any residuary 
or revocation clause. 

Louis McHugh (Howth) stated that he had 
known Miss Murtagh for over twenty years, 
and always found her a very sensible person 
with whom to deal. 

Dr. W. F. Ahern (Howth), who had at- 
tended Miss Murtagh for from ten to twelve 
years, gave evidence that in December, 1927, 
she was perfectly fit to make a will, He 
attended. her on 21st March, 1934, when she 
was in bed and was very weak, but her mind 
was active. 

Harold Roper stated that Miss Murtagh 
had repaid, in 1928, the money lent her 
through the agency of the late Miss Roper 
and Mrs. Richards. 

Answering Mr. Binchy, he said that the 
premises known as Grattan Lodge were not 
dealt with in the will of 1927. 


ACCOUNTS DUE. 


William Roper, the plaintiff, stated that | 
since the death of Miss Murtagh he had been 
*‘bombarded’”’ with accounts due by her, 
which would amount to between £600 and 
£700. The house, Tara Hall, had been very 
nicely furnished, but most of the furniture 
had been seized before Miss Murtagh’s death 
on foot of creditors’ decrees. The accounts 
due included rates. 

In reply to Mr. Binchy, the witness said 
that everything would have to be sold to 
pay the debts, and he hoped that there 
would be a residue of a few hundred pounds. 
He thought that Miss Murtagh had been 
under the impression that the £2,500 would be 
inexhaustible. The seizures took place 
within two years of her death. 

Answering Mr. McGilligan, he said that the

Mr. Binchy said that the defence of his 
Client, Augustine’ Murtagh, consisted in the 
three statutory pleas.

TYRE TRACKS ON LAWN 


Joseph McAulay (an expert on motor cars 


and accident insurance assessor) said that he 
did not think that the motor tyre tracks on 
the lawn at Lisard could have been made bv 
a 1924 Armstrong-Siddeley car. He believed 
that they had been made by a much more 
modern car, with large balloon tyres. He 
based his opinion ,upon the measurement o! 
the tyres uséd on the later type of cars, 


which corresponded almost perfectly with the 
tyre tracks made on the lawn. |

To Mr. Maguire—It is not absolutely im- 
possible that these marks could have been 
caused by a tyre reversing over the track 
of a similar tyre.

PRISON PHOTOGRAPHER 
Upon Mr. Maguire's application, the Judge 


permitted (both defending .counsel having 


objected) the calling to the witness box of 
William O’Brien, the photographer for Mount.

APPEALS STRUCK OUT 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR: JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
'” MURNAGHAN.) 


The appeal brought by the defendants rá 
the action in the High Court, in which Jolin 
F. Kilcoyne, a fafmer's son and an é. 
officer of the Free State Army, of Dromindoo, 
Westport, who was awarded £75 and eosts 
for assault against Superintendent J. Murray, 
Westport, and Sergeant J. Hughes, Clare- 
morris, members of the Civic Guard, was 
mentioned for the purpose of withdrawal. 

The proceedings arose out of incidents at 
Westport on 17th December, 1933, when 
General O'Duffy and others were arrested 
while attempting to address a public meeting. 
In the High Court the damages were given 
by Mr. Justice O'Byrne for wrongful arrest 
and false imprisonment, the defence being 
that Kileoyne was in lawful detention unde: 
Article 2A of the Constitution. From this 
decision the defendants appealed, and when 
the case was mentioned in the Supreme Court 
yesterday Mr. V. Rice, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. P. F. O'Reilly), for the respondents, 
said that notice of withdrawal had been 
served. 

The appeal was accordingly struck out, 
with costs up to the date of the service of 
the notice of withdrawal. 

In the case in which General O’ Duffy, for- 
merly President of the United Ireland Party, 
was awarded £200 damages against Superin- 
tendent Joseph Murray and Superint-ndent 
Gerald Flynn, of the Civic Guara, for 
damages and assault on the same occasion, 
Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor, who appeared 
for the respondent, said that the appellants 
and defendants had served notice of with- 
drawal. 

The defendants in the action in «hich 
John L. Sullivan, farmer, Carrigroe, Clona- 
kilty, was awarded £75 damages against 
Superintendent J. Murray and Sergeant Cox, 
had also served notice of withdrawal of ap- 
peal against this judgment. 

Both cases were, on the application of Mr. 
O'Reilly, who also appeared for the respon- 
dents in this case, struck out with costs f:om 
the date of the service of the notice of with- 
drawal.

The hearing was concluded of the action 
in which Alfred Lound, of the ‘‘ Constable 
Arms,” Sproatley, Hull, and Francis FT. 
Smith, of the same district, were the plain- 
tiffs, and Charles Buck, Pasture House, 
Flindon, Yorkshire, and Hospitals’ Trust, 
Ltd., the defendants.

This is 
another reason why you should economise 
by following the Certo short-boil method 
which allows you to convert all the fruit 
into jam, thus offsetting the extra cost of 
strawberries by cheapening the cost per 
pound of your jam. 

Here is the short-boil method :—First 
crush 4lb. strawberries, then mix with 
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6lb. sugar. Bring to a full rolling boil 
over the hottest possible flame, and boil 
as hard as you can for two minutes, 
stirring before and while boiling. Take 
pan off the flame and stir in one bottle 
of Certo. Stir and skim the jam by turns 
for five minutes to prevent floating fruit, 
and the jam’s finished! Cup it into jars 
and seal it at once. Tie down when cool. 
In only twenty minutes from start to 
finish you've 10lb. of perfect strawberry 
jam. :

Holiday Packing 


AVOIDING CRUSHED CLOTHES 


AA 


Two objects should be kept im view 
when packing—that the clothes 
packed arrive at their destination fresh 
and uncrushed, and that the unpacking 
will entail the minimum amount of time 
and energy. , 

These rules are equally necessary for 
the outgoing and home-coming luggage. 
Often one hears the cry: “I don’t care 
‘how crushed these things get, I’m home- 
bound”! False idea., It is just in the 
lazy aftermath of holiday-time that the 
necessity of frock-pressing is least attrac- 
tive. Let’s investigate non-crush packing. 
_ First of all there arises the question of 
suit cases versus trunks. Inexperienced 
travellers, it will often be found, have a 


childish idea that a trunk is an enormous. 


thing, a monster to be avoided. Actually, 
heavy luggage of the trunk description is 
much easier to look after than two or three 
suit cases would | 

If travelling by train it goes in the 
van, and provided it is correctly labelled 
no further thought need be bestowed on 
it, even though, the journey may entail 
changes to other trains or boats. Light 
luggage, on the contrary, fills up the 
railway carriage, and is constantly a 
nuisance to its owner and other light 
luggage owners! 


USE INTELLIGENCE 


Many people will agree that luggage 
is always a nuisance, be it light or heavy. 
Granted, but it is also a necessity in 
varying degrees, and, therefore, must be 
tackled with intelligence. 

The holiday that demands the contents 
of a small suit case only may be passed 
over. I am dealing with the type of 
vacation that will require suits for bath- 
ing, walking, tennis, golf, riding and 
dancing in all kinds of weathers. For 
such a holiday certainly ' heavy ”’ luggage 
will be most suitabla Long distance 
travellers usually feel justified’ in pur- 
chasing a “ wardrobe” trunk. Their con- 
venience is marvellous, but with care an 
ordinary trunk will do its job quite as 
well. 

A list of holiday requirements revised 
from year to year is an excellent aid to 
the packer. Items once collected into one 
room do not take long to pack. 

Shoes, bathing togs, mackintoshes, and 
other heavy garments should go in first, 
lighter garments next, and then frocks in 
the trunk tray. Frocks’ hangers will be 
necessary. These should be packed at the 
bottom of the trunk with their crooks un- 
screwed. In this way they take up very 
little room, but add greatly to the groomed 
appearance of the frock when worn later 
on. 


SOAP AND LINE 


Also among the heavy items at the 
bottom of the trunk should be packed the 
holiday ‘“‘laundry.’’ No woman should 
travel without one. It consists of a bar 
of good washing soap, a drying line; made 
with ‘an ordinary dress hanger fitted with 
clothes pegs secured. to screwed-on cord, 
and a travelling iron. | 

On account of different voltage it is best 
to rely on a small meta light rather than 
an electric iron.

The little holiday laundry is particularly 
useful to travellers whose holidays are 
Customs bound. It is very objectionable 
to stand by while treasure-hunting 
officials scatter other than immaculate 
garments. A bag marked ‘“ soiled 
linen,” and packed with all such, is 
also a check on this problem, and an aid 
to unpacking which will be much appre- 
ciated. 


CREASES 


Naturally, the greatest of all packing 
difficulties is the treatment of frocks. 
Creases are such beastly theigs. However, 
they are quite avoidable if the frocks ‘are 
packed in this way: 

First, a really generous supply of tissue 
paper should be bought—say a shilling’s 
worth. It sounds extravagant, but see the 
result! Old tissue which has got crushed 
but is still clean will take on a new lease 
of life if pressed smooth with a moderately 
hot iron, : 

Next lay a sheet or two the whole length 
of a bed, and on it lay one frock, fully 
extended. Over this frock lay another 
sheet of pe and so on, alternate tissue 
and frocks, until all are on top of each 
other on the bed. 

All the frocks required—cotton, silk, 
day and evening—should be put together. 
On the last lay another layer of paper, and 
fold over sleeves and extra skirt fullness. 
Now roll loosely the entire bundle, sturt- 
ing at the necks and ending at the hems, 
and in this roll lay all the frocks together 
into the trunk, tray or suitcase, 

If a suitcase, a separate case for frocks 

only should be allowed. This is a perfect 
method for frock packing, and has been 
proved quite crushless, 
_ Luggage labelling is a matter for 
intelligence, It should not be overdone, 
but labels should be clearly and sufficiently 
addressed, with the country as well as the 
town of destination.

It is the law that it is simplicity which 
achieves the final chic effect, just as it is 
simplicity in clothes which makes for the 
last word. It is the art of being able to 
choose the one or two simple things which 
makes the perfect meal in these heat wave 
days. 

Hardly one of the great. restaurateurs 
of Mayfair is placing before his guests 
this. month anything more than an ex- 
ceedingly simple menu, the basis of which 
is fish, duck or chicken prepared in just 
three or four of the unexpected ways which 
are the secrets of the most famous chefs. 

Quaglino, for instance, has been recom- 
mending in the last few days as the basis 
of a dinner or supper meal, duck pre- 
pared with fresh cherries, or, alternatively, 
cold salmon-trout with a jelly made from 
pink champagne.

He has found, curiously enough, that 
there has actually been an increase in the 
number of people dining out in restaurants 
in the heat wave.

O'Connor, Solicitor to the Attorney- 
General), are prosecuting; Mr. P. J. Roe, 
K.C., and Mr. Sean Hooper (instructed by 
Mr. C. Mullen, Dundalk), appear for Finne- 
gan; Mr. Kingsmill Moore, K.C., and Mr.

Matthew. McCrystal resumed his evidence 
for the prosecution. and, on being re-examined 
by Mr. Black, said that he was not dis- 
missed from McClean’s because of any 
question of money, as was suggested.

Tt was false. 


COUNSEL'S OBJECTION 


Mr. Roe said that he objected to the. term

Up to the time that you applied to be 
admitted to the Guards had any suggestion 
been made against you that you were 
suspected or had committed any offence except 
the refusal to answer questions ?—That is all. 

It is not entirely unheard of in vour district 
that a man should join the Guards, although 
at one time he had been opposed to the Guards 
and the Government ?—That is so. 

Mr. Roe objected to the method of examina- 
tion adopted by Mr. Black. 


Mr. Black—In what capacity are the Sinn 
Fein rooms in Dundalk used?—They were 
used for meetings of the I.R.A. and parades. 


PRESIDENT’S QUESTIONS 


The President asked the witness if any 
arrangement had been come to before he had 
left the Sinn Fein rooms of the direction in 
which they would get away, or where they 
would meet, after the occurrence. The 
witness replied that he di@ not hear of any. 

President—How and where did Walsh 
dispose of his revolver ’—J cannot say exactly. 
I forget whether he gave it to Finnegan when 
hé was going into his house. It is possible 
that he did. 

President—Did you make any statement or 
report to any person prior to your statement 
of May 7?—No. | 

Examined by Murphy, one of 
accused men, the witness said that he had 
been on duty since he had joined the Civic 
Guards. i 

Murphy—Why are you under police protec- 
tion at present?—That is a matter for the 
authorities. 

Murphy—Why are you under police pro- 
tection since you were dismissed, or, as you 
say, since you left the Civic Guards ?—That 
also is a matter for the authorities.

PATHOLOGIST’S EVIDENCE 


Dr. John McGrath (State pathologist) said 
that he had made a post-mortem examination 
of the body of Mrs. McCrory. He found that 
she had suffered from heart -disease arid liver 
disease. Death was due to heart failure. In 
his opinion the explosion did not cause the 
death, but it did accelerate death. She died 
before she otherwise would have died, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kiagsmill Moore, 
Dr. McGrath said that a person reading. his 
report on the case would not be as competent 
to come to a conclusion from the report as 
the perscn who had made the post-mortem 
examination. Such a person, from witness’s 
report and notes, would be in a position to 
come to a canclusion as to the cause of death, 
and to say whether death was accelerated by 
the explosion. 

You are only giving your own opimon that 
death was accelerated by the shock 7—It is 
based on good reasons. I was Jeft with no 
other conclusion that 1 could come to but 
that death was accelerated by the shock. The 
woman had a bad heart; then she was sub- 
jected to this shock; that being so, her heart 
must have been affected by the explosion. 
She then went to hospital and rested for 
some weeks and got temporaniy better’ She 
left hospital, and got immediately worse and 
died, The miracle is that the woman did 
not die at once.

“ ACUTE PAIN IN-EYE ” 


In reply to Mr. Black, who examined him, 
the witness said that part of the house fell on 
to the roadway after the explosion, and she 
was hit by the debris. He felt an acute pain 
in his left eye and his face, A young girl 
called Minnie “Smith then came along and 
carried him home. He was later taken in a 
car and attended by Dr. Daly. He did not 
rewember much more.

SEARCH OF HOUSE 


Detective-Sergeant Cruise (Dublin Castle)

THOMPSON GUNS AND 
REVOLVERS 


He took out the panel and he asked one 
of the Guards to prise open one of the 
boards. As the Guard did so a small “ bull- 
dog "* revolver fell ut on to the floor. On 
seeing this Finnegan said : '“Í will show you 
the way to open it,” He pulled open the 
board and they discovered weapons and 
ammunition which included a Thompson gun, 
two parabellum revolvers, a Colt revolver 
and two .32 revolvers, along with ammuni- 
tion.

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Foreign Affairs 


Those who may have expected the new 
Foreign Secretary to make a vigorous state- 
ment of British policy in the House of 
Commons yesterday will be disappointed 
this morning when they read Sir Samuel 
Hoare’s vague and discursive remarks. 
Admittedly he was faced with a formidable 
task ; for, although his tenure of office has 
been short, it has been full of incident, 
and the situation in Europe is so delicate 
that a misplaced word might precipitate a 
crisis, Nevertheless, the one thing that 
might have been expected was a note of 
authority in the Foreign Secretary’s first 
pronouncement on world affairs. While 
Sir John Simon was in office the nation 
had grown acoustomed to an indeterminate 
policy at the Foreign Office, and one of the 


of Mr. Baldwin for Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
as Premier was the hope that at last 
Britain might begin to make her voice 
heard abroad. Sir Samuel Hoare was just 


as non-committal as ever his predecessor 
was. He spoke very correctly about the 


naval agreement with Germany, for which, 
he declared, the British Government had 
no apologies to make to anybody. He 
expressed the pious hope that somebody 
might do something about an air pact, 
being careful to point out, however, that 
such a pact would be worthless without 
the adherence of all the five Powers, in- 
cluding France and Germany. He adopted 
a similar attitude in respect of an Eastern 
and a Danubian pact, and appealed to 
Herr Hitler to take the necessary steps to 
make such arrangements possible. He 
re-afirmed Britain’s belief in the system 
of collective security and the League of 
Nations ; but in no case did he make any 
constructive contribution to the solving 
of the several problems to which he 
referred. It was a disappointing speech, 
inasmuch as it indicated that Mr. 
Baldwin’s Government has no very definite 
foreign policy. Apparently, the Foreign 
Office is living, as it were, from hand to 
mouth, hoping that events may shape 
themselves in such a way as to prevent 
trouble. It was not by such a policy that 
Britain became great. 

Sir Samuel Hoare’s references to the 
Abyssinian imbroglio have been received 
with pleasure in Italy; but they will 
leave the British people in the dark 
concerning the Government’s intentions. 
Here again the Foreign Secretary was 
vague. He assured the Italians that 
Britain. always had understood and 
sympathised with their desire to expand 
abroad, and also that she was not unaware 
of Abyssinia’s occasional peccadilloes. He 
did not think, however, that these circum- 
stances would justify the declaration of 
war, and expressed the hope that, even 
at this late hour, something might be done 
to prevent it. Very properly he ad- 
ministered a sharp rebuke to those Italian 
newspapers which for the last few weeks 
have been conducting a campaign of 
violent agitation against Great Britain, 
alleging that His Majesty’s Government, 
while ostensibly working for peace, has 
been massing troops on the frontiers of 
Somaliland and the Sudan. These state- 
ments, of course, are entirely false. 
Britain has no intention to wage war 
against Italy, or, for that matter, against 
anybody else, and it is high time that the 
irresponsible elements ‘among the Italian 
Press, which have been doing their best to 
stir up ill-feeling against her, should be 
answered .in an authoritative way. The 
truth is that Britain has no policy in 
regard to Italy. Mr. Anthony Eden, 
whose personal charm had pierced even 
the suspicious reserve of the Russian 
Bolsheyiks, was sent to Rome to beguile 
Signor Mussolini; but he might just as 
well have stayed at home. ‘The Duce 
seems to-be proof against all blandish- 
ments. He curtly rejected his visitor's 
proposal that the Abyssinians should be 
given a port—of sorts—in British Somali- 
land in order to recompense them for the

The Minority 


At a Choral Festival at Old Leighlin 
yesterday the Archbishop of Dublin spoke. 
on a subject to which we made reference a 
short time ago—the very critical position 
that faces the Protestant communities in 
this country. For the last fifteen years 
political changes have led to emigration, 
and now the Church of Ireland, faced with 
dwindling congregations and amalgamated 
parishes, must consider. seriously what her 
future in Southern Ireland is likely to be. 
If the decrease cannot be stopped the 
position may become desperate. ‘‘ There 
comes a time,’’ as the Bishop of Cashel 
already has said, “ when further decline 
in numbers means extinction,’”’ and for 
many country parishes that time is un- 
comfortably near. Their members have 
left for many reasons; but, perhaps, the 
greatest reason is that they felt they were 
in a new Ireland which had no further 
use for them—which, while not unfriendly 
to them, was moving towards a goal for 
which they could feel no enthusiasm. That 
point of view was natural enough, but it 
has cut the Church of Ireland’s population 
in the Free State by half, and has left the 
remaining half in ‘‘ an atmosphere of list- 
lessness,’’ which, as Dr. Gregg says, is one 
of its greatest dangers. Yet is it not 
possible that the point of view has been 
too readily taken up, and that Protestants 
have been too content to assume that there 
is no room for them in Ireland? Does the 
country, indeed, owe nothing to their 
tradition, and has that tradition no more 
to give it? No greater mistake could be 
made about Ireland than to imagine it as 
essentially Gaelic. If we take it as it is 
to-day, we cannot fail to see that-there is 
a non-Gaelic as well as a Gaelic basis. 
The basis on which the minority stands— 
not necessarily religious or political—has 
had a long and not dishonourable history 
in Ireland. Its record in administration, 
in scholarship, and in the arts may be 
more fully recognised in the future, when 
the natural bitterness of these years has 
died down. When that time comes will 
it be said that one root of the national life 
withered though the other lived—that the 
minority ceased to be a force because it 
forgot that it, too, could serve Ireland? 
Dr. Gregg appealed to his people that 
they should not leave the country without 
grave reason, because every family that 
goes weakens still further the position for 
those that remain. The Church cannot 
exist without its members, and Ireland 
will be the poorer if their tradition dies, 
though at present it is the fashion to look 
on it as something alien and un-Irish. The 
future, indeed, is hopeful if it is 
faced with foresight and courage. Dr. 
Gregg, in urging the members of his 
Church to stay in Ireland, said one very 
wise thing. “ If we are of use,” he said, 
“our utility will assert itself, and 
common-sense, if nothing else, will compel 
its recognition.’’ 


Irish Horsemanship 


Irish horsemanship and the Irish horse 
have won a notable triumph at Lucerne. 
In the earlier events held there the team 
from the Free State Army established a 
clear lead over the other visiting teams 
by victories in three of the first four inter- 
national competitions. Yesterday it 
added the Prix St. Gotthard to the list, 
and so set up a new record for this 
meeting. Fifty-two competitors took part 
in this event, and Captain Aherne, on 
Ireland’s Own, was the only rider to 
give a faultless exhibition in every round. 
The Irish win was made still more com- 
plete by the award of the second prize to 
Blarney Castle, ridden by Commandant 
O'Dwyer. These victories, which have 
followed so quickly upon the Irish successes 
in London, must cause very real satisfac- 
tion to every Irishman at home. Teams 
from the Free State Army now have taken 
part in most of the important European 
horse shows, and we believe that at every 
appearance they have won friends for 
themselves and awakened a new interest 
in the country which they represent. Even 
if not a single cup or prize had come 
their way, these visits would have justified 
the time and money spent upon them. 
The reputation for good sportsmanship 
which they have left behind thém in 
foreign cities is not the least important 
of their triumphs. Happily, however, the 
Irish riders have been more than popular 
and welcome figures at the shows. They

SLUMS 


BELFAST TO BE 
BIGGER 
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SERVICES WHICH HELP 
THE RATEPAYERS 


From OUR Sreciat, CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 


éé ELFAST has no slums,’’ declared the 
B city’s Lord Mayor (Sir Crawford 
McCullagh) when I met him in his 

* parlour at the City Hall here to-day. 

Sir Crawford, a tall man, who talks 
sparingly, but always to the point, seemed 
indignant when I inquired what the Belfast 
Corporation was doing to abolish slums. 
“The city has no slum property, he said. 
“There may be some buildings that could 
be improved, but slums such as they are 
known iu a great many other cities do not 
exist. 

“Look at our heusing programme,” he 
continued. ‘‘ Last year we passed plans for 
over 5,000 new houses, and at the present 
time 2,000 houses are in course of construc- 
tion within the city area. 

“We have row come to the time when we 
must look ahead, and we are making plans to 
extend the city’s boundaries. A bill to is 
vide for this is being prepared, and will be 
resented to Parliament shortly. When the 
bint is passed it will add a considerable area 
to the city and provide for the future 
development of Beliast.”’ 


VALUATION NEXT YEAR 


£3,000,000 


He pointed out that at the present time 
the valuation of Belfast is approximately 
£2,000,000, but this will be increased by a 
million pounds when the new valuation comes 
into operation next year. 

From another official source I learned, how- 
ever; that this new valuation, which is very 
much resented by a large section of the com- 
munity, may be reduced, as the result of 
appeals to the Commissioner for Valuation. 
No fewer than 71,723 appeals against the 
new valuation have been lodged in the 
County art of Belfast. In Derry, too. 
4,870 ‘appeals have been lodged, and in the 


city’s public services, “Í at our gas, 
transport and electricity undertakings,’’ he 
said, with a wave of his hand towards the 
window, below which a tramcar was clatter 
ing around Donegall square. ‘* These three 
services are all paying well, and making con- 
tributions towards the relief of rates. Last 
year they contributed £54,000 for this pur- 


pose. 
ELECTRICITY AND GAS 


“The electricity andertaking is steadily 
growing, and is now supplying current to 
places as far out as Omagh, and in time the 
network—governed by the Northern Ireland 
Electricity Board—will radiate all over 
Ulster from the Corporation’s power-house. 
Then we have the gas undertaking, selling gas 
as cheap as, if not cheaper than, any city in 
the United Kingdom. And, of course, a big 
revenue is derived from the chemical works, 
which is run as a subsidiary to the gas 
works.” : : 

The recent disorders in the city were, in 
Sir Crawford’s opinion, greatly exaggerated. 
‘The disorders,’ he commented, ‘‘ were of a 
small nature, and took place in isolated dis- 
tricts, Their magnification is always likely 
to be harmful to the trade of the city.” 

Generally speaking, however, he thought 
Belfast: was perfectly happy. mployment 
was improving, and there was a distinct ten- 
dency towards better trade for Belfast's 1n- 
dustries. 

““ Bigger trade for a bigger Belfast—that 
is our policy for the future,’ added Sir Craw- 
ford. with a smile, turning back to his desk, 
as I left the quiet little “‘parlour” from 
which he guides the destinies of the capital 
city of Northern Ireland,

Abyssinia 


Sir Samuel Hoare, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, had a crowded House of Commons 
this afternoon to listen to his first impor- 
tant speech in his new office. Nearly every 
seat on the floor of the House was occupied, 
while the Government and Opposition front 
benches were overflowing. The Peers’ 
Gallery and the Distinguished Strangers’ 
Gallery were filled, and among those in 
the Diplomatic Gallery were the Italian 
and German Ambassadors, and Sir Eric 
Phipps, the British Ambassador in Berlin. 
The speech, which was couched in 
studiously moderate terms, made a deep 
impression on members, and there were 
frequent bursts of cheering during its 
course. Not unnaturally the keenest 
interest was taken in what the speaker 
had to say regarding Italy and Abyssinia, 
but it is doubtful whether his remarks will 
find a responsive echo in Rome, whic! 
seems to regard war as the only way ™ 

of the present situation. 


The League’s Dilemma 


M. Avenol, the Secretary-General of the 
League of Nations, is prolonging his visit 
to London, and paid a visit to-day to the 
Prime Minister to discuss the Abyssinian 
dispute. M. Avenol also saw Sir Robert 
Vansittart, the Permanent Under-Secre- 
tary of the Foreign Office, and lunched 
with Signor Grandi, the Italian Ambas- 
sador. The situation is responsible for 
acute anxiety in League of Nations circles, 
as it is feared that any steps it may take 
will result in the withdrawal of Italy from 
its ranks. The appeal of Abyssinia, how 
ever, cannot be altogether ignored. 


Visitors to Ireland 


A number of delegates of the Empire 
Parliamentary Association are to pay 
visits to the Irish Free State shortly. 
Among those who state definitely that they 
will go are Mr. G. H. Monahan, Clerk of 
the Senate of the Commonwealth, and Sir 
Stanley Spurling, member of the Bermuda 
Executive Council. Sir Stanley lived in 
the Bermuda’ house of Tom Moore for 
years, and hopes to visit the poet’s house 
in Dublin. Mr. W. J. O’Brien, Chief Whip 
of the United South Africa Party, will visit 
Nenagh, his native town; while the Hon. 
Mark Fagan, of the New Zealand Legisla- 
tive Council, whose people came from 
Mullingar, is looking forward to seeing 
Ireland for the first time. The Irish Free 
State delegates—Mr. T. W. Westropp 
Bennett, Dr. R. J. Rowlette and Mr. 
James Dillon—have been delighted with 
the cordiality with which their English 
hosts and the other delegates received 
them. 


Cancer Research 


i The British Empire cancer campaign has 
just taken an important step towards the 
conquest of this disease, and has the 
united support of twenty-five London 
hospitals. It has been decided to promote 
an organisation to collect and co-ordinate 
records of every case of the kind treated in 
these hospitals, co hes a complete record 
will be available for closer study. The 
immense clinical experience gained in the 
treatment of thousands of cases will thus 
be pooled for common use, and every type 
of the disease will be classified in the 
records, together with the results obtained 
from various methods of. treatment. No 
such record has been attempted hitlierto 
in this country. Twelve teaching hospitals 
and thirteen specialised hospitals have 
pre full support to the idea, which is 

ailed as a move of the greatest importance 
in the treatment of cancer.

Warnings by Telephone 


The Home Office and the Post Office 
experts, after a long series of consulta- 
tions, have decided on a scheme for a 
simultaneous telephone warning over wide 
areas during air raids. In the Great War 
warning was given by the firing of 
maroons, but now it has been found pos- 
sible, by linking up circuits in a loca! 
exchange, for an operator to call every 
subscriber at the same time, and then 
broadcast a warning which would be heard 
by all who lifted their receivers. By this 
method an entire country cah be warned 
within a few seconds. The first call could 
be sent to the main exchange, and, while 
the operator was broadcasting the warning, 
it could simultaneously be sent to the 
minor exchanges throughout the country. 


The Naval Review 


The great naval review of next week 
will be marked by a new method of firmy 
the royal salute of twenty-one guns. The 
guns of all the ships will be fired by wire- 
less control from the flagship (Queen 
+Elizabeth, though the signal to fire will be 
given by the King as the Royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert enters betwe n the 
lines of ships. The result will be some- 
what spectacular, as the flash and smoke 
of every gun will be in unison, but the 
audible effect will be altogether different, 
as the reports of the guns cannot be heard 
together because of the time sound takes 
to travel.

Payment of Fines | 
A bill introduced by Lord Feversham 


into the House of Lords was issued to 
day providing a new procedure for the 
enforcement of the payment of fines and 
orders imposed and issued by the police 
courts. Imprisonment is to be used only 
as a last resort and after a full inquiry 
as to means. The first clause provides 
that, where time is allowed for the pay- 
ment of a fine, no period shall be imposed 
in defanlt of payment except for special 
reasons which must be defined. It is also 
laid down that a person who has not 
attained the age of twenty-one shal! not be 
committed to prison in respect of the non- 
payment of a fine for which he has been 
allowed time unless he has been placed 
under supervision. This bill should do 
much to remedy the injustice frequently 
brought about by imprisonment for debt,

LIBERAL APPROVAL 


Sir Herbert Samuel (Liberal) said that 
while the Government had not handled the 
Anglo-German naval agreement diplomati- 
cally, he commended them for not letting 
the opportunity slip of securing some 
actual achievement of one aspect of the 
disarmament problem. For three years 
everything had been attempted and 
nothing done, and at long last, in the 
sight of the whole world, two great 
Powers had come to an arrangement to 
put a stop to the race of armaments*among 
themselves. 

With regard to the Italo-Abyssinian 
dispute, he said that the method pursued 
by Italy was disturbing, and the question 
arose whether the action of that country 
was consistent with the provisions of the 
Kellog Pact, to which she was a signatory. 
They all hoped that the Government’s 
efforts at conciliation would result in a 
successful issue. 

Major Attlee (Labour).moved to reduce 
the Foreign Office vote for £100, on the 
ground that the whole of the Foreign Sec- 
retary’s speech was retrograde; that it 
went back on the principles of the League, 
and took the country straight back to 
pre-war foreign policy. ; 


MR. CHURCHILL CRITICAL 

Mr. Churchill blamed the Government 
for having condoned Germany 's Treaty- 
breaking methods. They had in this 
matter, in the name of what was called 
practical realism, seemed to depart from 
the principle of collective security. They 
had done this in order to make a side 
deal with Germany, and that could not 
be done without prejudically affecting the 
confidence between Great Britain and 
France, which was virtually necessary to 
us at all times, but never more so than 
at a time when our defence was woefully 
inferior to Germany’s. We were not 
strong enough to be the law-giver and 
policeman of the world. As things now 
stood, a cloud had come over the old 
friendships between this country and Italy 
which might not easily pass away. 

The policy of ceding British territory 
or British protected territory in order to 
get over a diplomatic difficulty, was a very 
dangerous sort of policy. He never under- 
stood how this particular proposal could 
ever have attracted the Italian Govern- 
ment. During the last six el; the 
League has been weakened by our 
action, and the principle of collective 
security had been endangered. What was 
needed in foreign affairs was a plain, 
simple policy, which could be declared to 


the House and nation, and be generally 


approved, .

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
DEMONSTRATIONS

BELFAST, Thursday. 

Decorative arches of orange, and the 
red, white and blue of the Union Jack 
across many little side streets of the city, 
strings of bunting and flags, are the out- 
ward signs of Belfast’s preparation to 
celebrate to-morrow the 245th anniversary 
of the Battle of the Boyne. 

For weeks past careful plans have been 
made to ensure that the procession through 
the streets of Belfast will be the biggest 
in the history of the city. 

This year the demonstration is to be 
held in a field at Belmont, near the 
Parliament House at Stormont, and this 
will take the procession, headed by the 
Belfast County Grand Master (Sir Joseph 
Davison), across the east side of the city 
for the first time since 1926. Usually the 
demonstration is held in a field owned by 
the Orange Order at Finaghy, on the 
south side of Belfast. 

Additional police are being drafted into 
the city, and the Nationalist districts, by 
which the procession will pass, will be 
virtually isolated by cordons' of Royal 
Ulster Constabulary men and armoured 
cars. 

At all the demonstrations in the North 
resolutions expressing loyalty to the King, 
appreciation of the Duke of Gloucester’s 
visit to Northern Ireland, and the hope 
that a Royal residence will be established 
in the province will be passed. 

The principal speaker at the Belfast 
demonstration will be the Chief Govern- 


ment Whip (Captain Herbert Dixon), 
while the Prime Minister (Viscount 
Craigavon), who is Grand Master of 


Down. will address the crowd at Gilford. 
Sir Edward Archdale, former Minister of 
Agriculture and Imperial Grand Master 
of the Orange Order, speaks at Ennis- 
killen. At Londonderry, whither thirty- 
nine Lodges from Omagh, Newtownstewart 
and Strabane will travel by six special 
trains to join the local Lodges, the 
Attorney-General (Mr. A. B. Babington, 
K.C.) will be the principal speaker. 

The Minister for Home Affairs (Sir 
Dawson Bates) will be at Pomeroy, and 
Lord Londonderry’s son (Lord Castle- 
reagh), who joined the Orange Order 
about a fortnight ago, will be one of the 
principal speakers at the demonstration 
in Bangor. , 

A red glow is spread across the sky over 
Belfast—the reflection of the bonfires 
which have been lighted in virtually every 
side street in the Unionist area, Crowds 
of young people parade the streets and 
dance around the fires, singing party tunes 
to the accompaniment of the big drums and 
the accordeon bands.

HUGE WALL OF WATER

Disaster fell last night on the Chinese 
walled city of Yensze, in the Yellow 
River flood area. A cloudburst, followed 
by torrents of water racing down the 
mountainside, increased the peril of the 
rising river. The city walls were swept 
away by a huge wall of water, 

The Yellow River, or MHoang-ho, is 
known traditionally as ‘‘ China’s Sorrow.”’ 
Five times in China’s history it has 
changed its course for hundreds of miles, 
the last time being eighty years ago. 

The real trouble is that the Chinese 
have banked up the sides, rather than 
dredge the river bed, which in some 
reaches is now above the level of the sur- 
rounding country.

ITALY'S ONLY SOLUTION

The Italian point of view with regard to 
the League of Nations and the Abyssinian 
conflict was stated clearly to Mr. Eden 
during his recent visit, says a Renter 
message from Rome. It was that Italy 
had no desire to interfere with the League 
or to weaken its prestige, but that, if the 
League tried to interfere with Italian 
colonial ambitions, Italy will ignore any 
decisions taken, and, if necessary, leave. 

Well-informed circles state that they 
can see no way of resolving the Italo- 
Abyssinian conflict except by a war 
campaign. It is argued that the 
Abyssinians continue to show themselves 
as hostile and truculent to Italians as the 
latest incidents demonstrate, and they are 
not likely to accept any mandate or 

rotectorate, even if imposed by the 

ague. 

The British Government's decision in 
the matter is regarded here as important 
from a negative, rather than a positive, 
viewpoint. The important matter from 
the Italian standpoint is that they should 
cease to give by their action tacit support 
to the Abyssinians, which encourages them 
in their hostility. 

In the House of Commons yesterday 
Mr. Eden said the whole question of the 
evacuation of British «subjects from 
Abyssinia has engaged the attention of 
His Majesty’s Government for some time 
past, and the Foreign Secretary is in

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THE |MINORITY’S 
OSITION | 
ARCHBISHOP OF 
DUBLIN’S APPEAL 


———— 


HE last fifteen years had seen pro- 
found political changes, during 
which they saw their power greatly 
diminished. It was unfortunate that here 
in Ireland they should always find. them- 
selves ranged into two hostile camps. 
Deeply as he deplored it, he could see no 
way out, as deep principles were involved. 
Though they might associate commercially, 
and to a less extent socially, with their 
Roman Catholic neighbours, no mutual 
spiritual association was 
possible. For good or ill they were 
stamped Roman Catholic or Protestant. 

This was a statement made by the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin (Most Rev. Dr. Gregg) 
at Leighlin (Co. Carlow) Choral Festival 
yesterday. 

Does the Church of Ireland, asked Dr. 
Gregg, add anything to’ the general 
welfare? The main justification for their 
Church was the individual liberty which 
the Reformation had bestowed upo. them 
Obligation and responsibility were the 
watchwords that should be written upon 
every Protestant heart, and their ideals of 
moral liberty and individual responsibility 
were well worth preserving. ‘‘ If we are 
of use,” he continued, “ our utility will 
assert itself, and common-sense, if nothing 
else, will compel its recognition.”’ 

Dr. Gregg went on to refer to the 
dangers confronting the Church to-day, 
and particularly the atmosphere of listless- 
ness which, he said, existed everywhere. 
It was, perhaps, an aftermath of the Great 
War, but it would have to be fought. 


CHURCH AND PEOPLE 

The increasing want of simplicity in the 
home life of Ahe people was indicative of 
an, im ishment of that: moral sense 
which ‘could alone make a Church great. 

There was an increasing evidence, too, 
of an unwillingness to face the responsi- 
bilities of marriage or postpone it until 
late in life. 

They had suffered much from the drain 
of emigration through the last sixty years ; 
in the South farms had to be sold, schools 
had to be closed, and in some parishes 
clergymen had not recorded a baptism for 
the past eleven years. 

The moral was clear: Heavily capi- 
talised though their Church was, it could 
not exist without the people. He appealed 
to them not to leave the country without 
grave reason. Every family that de- 
parted weakened the position for those 
that remained. ‘‘We are assured of a 
future for our Church if we stand fast,’’ 
concluded Dr. Gregg. ‘‘ Though we are in 
a vast minority, if the Church is alive it 
will be useful and respected.’’

The Festival, which was held in the 
Cathedral, Old Leighlin, was the largest 
for a number of years. Choirs from all 
over the dioceses attended, arid their care- 
ful and sympathetic rendering of the 
sacred music won the especial praise of 
the Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Avehbishop of 
Dublin, who also complimented the 
parishioners and Canon Fletcher on the 
beautiful stained glass window which was 
recently erected in the east wing of the 
cathedral.

BRITISH FOREIGN 
POLICY 


The Times, dealing in a leading article 
to-day with the Foreign Secretary s survey 
of British foreign relations in the House 
of Commons, observes :—Sir Samuel Hoare 
managed, on the whole, to get away from 
the cliches and catchwords, of which every- 
one is getting a little tired. He spoke 
with commonsense and detachment, but 
also with earnestness. He said deliberately, 
and not as one repeating by heart what he 
has read in a text book, that a system of 


collective security is essential to peace and 
stability, and that the League best pro- 
vides the necessary machinery. ‘‘ When I 
say collective responsibility,” he added, 


“ I mean collective responsibility ’’—and 
it seemed as if his emphasis was on the 
word ‘‘ collective.”” In other words, he 
recognises that complete fidelity to the 
obligations of the Covenant cannot be 
maintained in practice by one Government 
alone. One country cannot make itself the 
sole executor of all the Articles. Nor is 
this country likely to be drawn into assum- 
ing further obligations, or defining its 
present obligations more precisely by the 
example of other countries strongly advo- 
cating the strict ,application of the 
Covenant, and then Teaving it altogether 
on one side when their own particular 
interests make the application irksome. 

‘"So far the new order only really 
exists in precise and practical form 
in the Treaty of Locarno, which binds 
its signatories not to take action 
for or against named and specific 
countries—as was the custom before the 
War—but against that country, whichever 
it may be, which constitutes itself an 
aggressor. The difference between that 
system and a system of alliances is funda- 
mental. The new system is impartial. It 
is based on a principle, and not upon 
calculations of power-politics. Great 
Britain wishes to see the new system 


extended, and will work to that end.

He was glad to know that people 
at home were taking such interest in him 
as to enable him to get into touch by the 
telephone with his brother. 

Captain A. W. was saying in dero;atory 
tones: ‘‘ This is a rotten ‘phone,’’ when 
communication ceased. 

Captain George Kane said that he had 
last seen his brother in Belfast about three 
months ago. The Orlock Head had only 
arrived from Riga, Latvia, with -imber 
and flax, in Dublin that morning, and he 
had known little of his brother’s predica- 
ment in the Balearic Isles until he got

He said that Captain A. W. Kane was 
a married man, with three children. He 
was about 44 years of age, and had been 
at sea since he was a lad of fourteen. He 
had been with his present owners for about 
three years, and had put his ship into 
Palma to discharge some cargo, when the 
trouble arose which landed him in jail. 
A number of others were involved in the 
incident, and some officers and wireless 
operators were arrested. They were all 
released, save his brother. The steamer, 
the Brompton Manor, which belongs to 
Cardiff, was also detained a couple of 
weeks and then allowed to sail. 

Captain George Kane, who hails from 
Islandmagee, Co. Antrim, has been with 
the Head Line for twenty-six years. He 
is a tall, sturdy man of a fine sea-faring 
type, with a strong sense of humour. 


MR. EDEN’S STATEMENT 

In the House of Commons, yesterday,

Palma, and by their Embassy at Madrid, 
to secure Captain Kane’s detention in hos- 

ital, instead of in prison. It appeared, 
Fóir, that bail could not be granted 
in this case. Captain Kane’s appeal was 
being heard on July 21st. In the mean- 
while every possible step was being taken 
by the Government to impress upon the 
Spanish Government the serious view they 
took of the case. 

A Reuter message from Palma states 
that Captain Kane is « descendant of 
General Richard Kane, who was Governor 
of Mmorca from 1713 to 1736, during the 
British occupation of the island. General 
Kane, who was born in County Antrim, 
is honoured in Westminster Abbey.

An equity suit brought by Mrs. Jane 
Jenkins, widow, 92 Leinster road, Rathmines, 
Dublin, for a declaration that a deposit re- 
ceipt for £120, dated 7th December, 1925, 
was efiectually given to her by Margaret 
Morrin, widow, of the same address, as a 
donatio mortis causa, was dismissed by 
Judge Davitt. 

‘The defence was a denial that there had 
been a valid donatio mortis causa to the 
plaintiií. 

The defendant was the Rev. Felix S. Slean, 
Mount Argus, executor of Mrs. Morrin’s will 
dated 12th May, 1909, 

Mr. W. Moloney (instructed by Mr. H. J. 
Frizelle) appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
T. J. Conolly’ (instructed by Messrs, i, F. 
O'Connell Rooney and Co.) appeared for the 
defendant. 

Mr. Moloney stated that Mrs. Morrin had 
a room from the plaintiff for fifteen years 
previous to her death, on 10th December, 
1925, and that she made the plaintiff presents 
of various sums of money amounting to about 
£50, from time to time, for acts of kindness, 
and that she always promised to provide for 
her in her will at her death. On 7th Decem- 
ber, 1925, Mrs. Morrin a:ked. the plaintiff to 
cash a deposit receipt for £220 and to bring 
back £100 in cash with the accrued interest, 
and a new deposit receipt for the balance, 
£120. The plaintiff carried out the trans- 
action, and the deceased made her a present 
of £90. On the 10th December Mrs. Morrin 
gave the plaintiif the deposit receipt for £120, 
which was the subject of the suit, but was 
uy ble to complete the endorsement on it, and 
died some hours afterwards, 

The plaintiff, giving evidence in support 
of counsel’s statement, said that on the 10th 
December, 1925, Mrs. Morrin said to her, 
“There is the deposit for you,’’ referring to 
the receipt for £120, Mrs. Morrin asked for 
pen and ink, which the plaintiff's 
brought, but she was wnable to sign her 
name, Mrs, Morrin dipped the pen into the 
bottle of ink and made a mark on the back 
of the deposit. receipt.
